Capt. Sigsbee’s briefreport, as well aa Gen. Lee’s dispatch, In- 
dicate that they now incline strongly to the belief that the ex- 
plosion was of internal origin. Both agree that the force of it 
was in the forward part of the ship and this is borne out by the 
escape of a majority of the officers, whose quarters are aft, and 
the heavy casualties among the crew, sleeping forward. 
Probably in the latter case the death list would have been even 


larger but for the fact that the Maine having superstructure 
forward on the main deck, a portion of the crew were quartered 
there and so escaped greater part of the force of the explosion 
as felt on the berth deck below them. The Maine had had three 
magazines. The one forward was used for the storage of am- 
munition weighing 15,000 pounds. 

This quantity of explosives is &o large that the navy officials 
here can scarcely believe ft possible for any man being on board 
to have escaped had the magazine exploded entirely.

HAVANA, Feb. 16.—The cause “of the explosion is ascribed to bursting boilers 
and a lamp explosion in the magazine boat Whitehead on board. 
The event is deplored and the general hope is expressed that a false construction 
may @ot be placed on the event. | 
HAVANA, Feb. I6.—Passengers on the steamship City: of Washington saw the 


blowing up of the battleship Maine. They heard a shot at 9:25 last night. It might 


have come from anywhere. 
After a ten seconds’ interval they felt the City of Washington jump and saw a 
volcano of fire and showers of boats, bodies, iron and guns. 
The explosion raised them up and then they plunged diagonally to the bottom. 
Then the Maine settled slowly. 
The night was hideous with the cries of men in agony. 


“God help us! God help us! Help! Help!” was shrieked from hundreds of 


throats. 

It was very dark. After the first shet the passengers of the City of Washington 
had time to go to the portholes before the great explosion occurred. 

Other witnesses who were looking at the Maine say they first saw flames without 


noise shooting high from the center of the ship.

Then came the explosion after an interval sufficient to say: “My God, the Maine’s 


blown up!” 
All agree that the Maine was raised almost ont of the water and then went par- 


tially to pieces. 
Brass pipe, angle iron, etc., fell in a shower on the decks of the City of Wash- 
ington, so damaging two of the boxts that when they were lowered they were uscless. 


The City of Washington lay at anchor 390 feet from the’ Maine. 

Out of the dense smoke came anguished cries for help. Simultaneously with 
the cessation of falling fragments search-lights were thrown on the wreck and its 
load of agony. 

Spanish boats from shore joined thoes of the Washington alongside at once, 
but the regular ferryboats passing soon’after the explosion didn’t stop to offer aid. 

The officers of the ship-say the explosion was in the central magazine. The 
theory of the central explosion agrees with the accounts of the spectators on the 
Washington, 

All but the surgeon were talking in the wardroom at the moment of the explo- 
sion. Then came the stupendous shock, hurling about articles in all directions. 

All knew the warship was gone at the first instant. The common impulse was to 
lower boats and save life. All the officers below rushed on deck, but could get no 
further forward than the middle superstructure on deck. All.agree that a double 
explosion occurred from the natural result of an underwater explosion of the mag- 
azines. About twenty odd men in the quarter watch wese almost all blown into atoms. 

The Maine's magazines were reported locked at 8 o'clock, and the keys were 
hanging in Capt. Sigsbee’s cabin. 

Captain and officers are very thankful to Spanish officers for their extremely

GOVERNMENT WAS WARNED. 


Report Some Time Ago of a Mine in 
Havana Harbor. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—At 4 o'clock 
Secretary Long is up at the Portlan? 
awaiting information from Havana, The 
Secretary thinks that most of the officers 
of the Maine and perhaps some of the men 
were ashore on leave and therefore escaped 
injury. : 

Secretary Long said that it is inconceiva- 
ble that the Maine's boilers could have ex- 
ploded, as the vessel had not had steam 
up for a fortnight. 

This reduces the causes of the explosion 
to two in number. Either the magazine 
was touched off or a torpedo or submarine 
mine exploded under the vessel. 

In this connection it ig recalled that when 
the idea of sending a warship to Havana 
was first broached the Government received 
a warning that the harbor was filled with 
submarine mines, connected by wire with

DE LOME “NOTIFIED. 


Former Minister Exclaims, “Pray God 
This Is Not True.’’

NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—Dupuy de Lome, 
the former Minister of Spain to the United 
States, was awakened by a reporter of the 
Post-Dispatch at the Hotel St. Mare at 3 
o'clock this morning and itnformed of the 
blowing up of the Maine.

I should 
feel their loss more than would most Amer- 
icans. 

“It cannot be the result of any Spanish 
agency at all. The Spanish Ministry and 
the Spanish people have been greatly mis- 
understood in this country. They all dee 
sire peace; they all want peace with Amer- 
ica and Ameficans, not ony from motives 
of we but because they love America.

The Vizcaya is one of the ablest fighting 
cruisers afloat. Some naval men describe 
her as a third-class battleship. She is of 
6890 tons; length, 364 feet; beam, 65 feet 2 
inches; indicated horsepower, 13,700; speed, 
2 knots, and dfaught, 21 feet 6 inches. 

Her armor: is unusually heavy 
cruiser. The maximum thickness of her 
steel belt is 12 inches. Her turrets are cov- 


ered with 9 incnes and her conning tower | 


with 12 inches. Her deck is protected with 
steekfrom 2 to 3 inches thick. She is fitted 
with two sets of vertical triple expansion 
engines. She has a coal capacity of 1000 
tons. She has two screws, two turrets, two 
funnels fore and aft, and two masts with 
tops. 

Her main battery consists of two 11.02- 
inch Hontoria rifies placed singly in turrets 
fore and aft, and ten 6.5-inch rifles dis- 
tributed on either side. Her secondary bat- 
tery consists of eight 6-pounders, ten 1l- 
pounders, eight Nordenfeldt machine guns, 
two Maxim rapid-fire guns and eight tor- 
pedo tubes, two of the latter eubmerged. 

The Vizcaya is a sister ship of the Infanta 
Maria Teresa and the Almirante Oquendo, 
all being built at Bilboa and. launched in 
1891. 

Capt. Swift, Chief of Ordnance at the 
navy yard, when asked by a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch as to the operation of 
the Vizcaya’s large guns, said: 

“Tt is possible to discharge the large guns 
at intervals*of 90 seconds. The destructive 
force of the projectiles to a city has never 
been practically demonstrated. No city 
has been bombarded since the newest type 
of the modern high power guns have been 
perfected.”’ 

The capacity for damage of the Vizcaya’s 
guns can be understood from these de- 
tails: 

The 11.02-inch guns’ projectiles will pene- 
trate 29 inches of solid iron, and those of 
the §.05-Inch guns 14.5inches.

WHO. WROTE THE BORDEREAU? 


Testimony of Three Handwriting Ex- 
perts Proclaims the Innocence 
of Capt. Dreyfus. 


: 


PARIS, Feb. 16—Yesterday was a red- 
letter day for Zola and Dreyfus. The tes- 
thnony was so etrongly against Esterhazy 
as to be positively convincing. 

Prof. Ernest Moulinier of the College of 
France testified that Maj. Esterhazy’s 
handwriting absolutely resembled that of 


the bordereau. 

M. Clemenceau, counsel for the Aurore, 
read letters from Mme. de Boulancey ad- 
mitting the possession of letters which 
Maj. Esterhazy wrote her between 1881 aad 
1894, and containing serious animadversions ‘ 
on France and the French Army. M. 
Clemenceau urged the Court to appoint a 
‘gnagistrate to ask Mme. de Boulancey if 
among the letters there was not one con- 
gaining the following expressions: 

“Firstly—Gen. Saussier (then the Com- 

ander-in-Chief of the French Army and 

ilitary Governor of Paris) is a clown. In 
our country the Germans would not show 
him a circus. (Uproar in court.) 

‘Secondly—When the Prussians got as 
far as Lyons they might throw away their 

ns and keep only their riding whips to 
, drive the French in front of them. (Pro- 
Jonged sensation.) 

Three amateur experts in handwriting 
Restified that the facsimile was an exact re- 

roduction of Maj. Esterhazy’s handwrit- 
ng, a statement which caused a further 
pensation in court. 

M. Felix Frank, a lawyer of Brussels, tes- 
tified that in order to demonstrate his evi- 
dence it would be mecessary to have a 
blackboard, and that it would require an 
hour to demostrate his theory. Amid an up- 
roar in court, the session was suspended 
while a blackboard was procured and 

laced on an easel, after which M. Frank 
raced on the blackboard a facsimile of the 
bordereau and of Maj. Esterhazy’s hand- 
‘writing, and commenced his demonstra- 


tion. 
| \M. Frank made some long technical dem- 
@Onstrations, and said: 

‘The majority of the experts started on 
the false idea that tthe writer of the bor- 
dereau ‘had disguised his handwriting. The 
bordereau, however, was written naturally 
and in a running hand, which is identical 
with that of Maj.

Silas B. Jones, attorney for Alanson D. 
grown, gave orders Wednesday morning to 
set back the building line of the Hamilton-
